SWIFT AEROBATICS. 


Plying considerably lower than 
the. other machines, a solitary 
Japanese bombing plane was seen 
to be engaged by a small Chinese 


n heavy burst of 


i pursuit plane. 


There was no mistaking either 
machine. Aa the Japanese craft 
tore awkwardly through the air 
trying’ to escape its swifter and 
more. casily manocuyred opponent, 
the Chinese plane dipped and 
circled over and under its heavier 
opponent, directing its machine- 
gun fire at the Japanese plane 
cenaclessly, 

‘The air was alive with the sound 
of machine-gun fire. 


CHINESE ON TOP. 


Suddenly changing its cours:, 
the Japanese plane banked and 


swerved into the upper air, climb- 
ing steadily, but slowly, in an 
effort to get out of the range of 
the deadly fire of ita small at- 
tacker. . 

The Chinese machine raced 
overhead and overtook the Jap- 
anere plane,, gaining the upper 
soaition and swooping down, bank- 
ee and swerving, pouring ‘an in- 
eesrnant. rain of machine-gun fire 
at its opponent. 

The Japanese plane started a 
Y downward dive. suddenly cheekin: 
its drop over Hongkew Park to 
Hbunk ayaie and commence another 
chinb. 

Again the Chinese attacked and 
the apancse craft seemed ty 
check itself abruptly in midair, the 
pilot or the engine having appar- 
ently been hit by a bullet. 


BRILLIANT ESCAPE. 


The plane staggered and then 
commenced what nppedred to oe 
chendlong downward dive to destruc; 
tion., Hundreds of spectators were 
rushing to the scene expecting to 
find the wreckage, when, they ob- 
served the plane to suddenly right 
itself and atraighten up a re- 
markably short distance from the 
ground. It sped upwards, just 
clearing the housctops and_csacap- 
ed towards Woosung, the Chinese 
plane beiny high up and moviar 
in the other direction, thinking 
that it had achieved its purpose. 

It is pupposed that ‘the Japancac 
pilot. was hit, but recovered from 
the firat shock in time to save his 
machine and lite.

ROBERTSION. 


ROTARY TALK. 


“Reparations 
formed the subject of a most Iueid 
nnd Interesting address which was 
delivered by Professor R. Robert- 
non at the weekly meeting of the 
Hongkong Rotary Club, which was 
held in Messrs, Lane Crawford's 
restaurant yesterday, ander the 
Chairmanship of Rotarfan W. E. 
L, Shenton, ; 

The Chuirman read a letter 
recolved from Chung Ki, No. 1 
“Boy,” of Messrs. Lane Crawford's 
restaurant, thanking: Rotary Club 
mombern for their generousw 
Chinese New Yeur collection of 
$188. The letter stated that the 
sdf wan appreciated very much 
and that the “hoys” would always

Rotarian Roberston, Professor 
of Economics nt the University, 
amt formerly of Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, said :—-The present ‘world 
cepreasion is without parallel in 
medern — history. At its com- 
mencement people spoke of the 
trade exele, and the rhythm, the 
rine and fall, of industrial ac- 
tivity, But the economic sickness 
which has befallen us has passed 
beyond the pont at which theories 
of the trade eyele ure appropriate, 

We are forced to ask whether 
the disease is not a wasting sick- 
neas, due to deeprooted causes 
which, if not removed, will render 
recovery impossible, Are there 
uny fietora In the present-day 
world whieh preclude the hope 
that an upward movement from 
the trough of depression can take 
place? Ia there some one element, 
or group of clements, present in 
the modern world, but unknown in 
past crises, to which may be aa- 
erihed the desperate nature of our 
case? Is it due to the maldiatri- 
bution of gold, to tariff barriers of 
in unprecedented height, to the 
disproportion between the prices 
of primary goods and sthose of 
manufactures, to the “stickiness” 
of production costs especially in 
the matter of money wages, to the 
re-distribution of the world's 
lending power into unaccustomed 
hands, to the burden of inter- 
sovernmental indebtedness? 


Isolating War Debts. 


My purpose today is to isolate 
the. Inst-named of these in an 
endeavour to assean its -place 
among the factors of economic 
disturbanee, In fsolating war-in- 
debtedness in this way 1 must not 
be thousht to imply that the re- 
moval of this burden would solve 
all our problems, or even thnt its 


‘existence was one of the initial 


causes of depression. It seems 
likely, however, that we cannot 
emerge from that depression un- 
lens the burden is lifted or 
lightened, and it-is certaln that 
the eventa in Germany last sum- 
mer, which accentuated our diffi- 
culties and led straight to our 
awn crisis in Great Britain, were 
inextricably linked up with the 
existence of the German Repara- 
tion lability, which, in its turn, 
wns, to a great extent, determined 
hy inter-governmental  indebted- 
hess amony the allied countries, 
There is no time to go into a 
detniled necount of the various 
settlements which. tnken together, 
constitute the prablem of Repara- 
tions and Debts. Briefly Ger- 
many’s liability rests upon the 
Youne scheme as finally adonted 
at the Hague early in 1930. 
According to this, she is called 
upon to pav. for a series of years 
ending In 1988, certain annuities, 
varying In amount, but commenc- 
ing about £85.000,000 and reaching 
at their maximum £120,000,000. 


Reparations Proper. 


These annuities in reality con- 
stitute what may be called repar- 
ations proper (compensation for 
war devastation) plus an amount 
ench year sufficient to cover the 
recipients’ ‘obligations on their 
own war debts. Among European 
countries, Franco for. 37 years 
receives a considerable surplus 
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gad War Debts” | 


on accoynt of reparation proper, | 
that, is, over and above what sho 
has to pay out again to Great 
Britain and the U.S.A, Groat 
Britain, on the policy an- 
nouneed in the Balfour note, 
recelves juat what is sufficient to 
cover her Habilitics to America, 
when her receipta from France 
und other debtors aro added, Staly, 
Beluium.and other states recelye 
numa which allow of small sur. 
pluses. 

This {a a very rough and 
sketchy account, but it is sufficient 
for our present purpose to kecp in 
mind that the bullc of German Re- 
paration payments gocs ultimately 
to France and the U.S.A. This 
involyes the further consequence 
that any scaling down or cancella- 
tion also falla-moxt heavily upon 
these two states, whose nationall 
budgets would, in the  cireum- 
stances, suffer a considerable net; 
losn.of revenue. i 


Tho Young Scheme. 


_ It may be further noted here 
that the annuitics which Germany 
has to pay‘ under the Young 
scheme are divided” into condi- 
tional and unconditional, or post- 
ponable and non-postponable 
parts. The unconditional part of 
ench annuity is an absolute and 
irrevocable obtigation, under the 
terms of the Hague agreement. 
The other part may be postponed, 
in each case for not more than two 
years, if it can be shown that 
Germany's exchange and economic 
stability will -be endangered by 
the payments. 

In this évent, tho initiative lies 
with Germany herself, who may 
apply for the convocation of a 
Special Advisory Committee ap- 
pointed by the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, itself an off- 
spring of the Young plan, It was 
thls Special Advisory Committee 
which met, on Germany's official 
application; {In December Inst, and 
issued the report which Is called 
the Basle Report. 


The Hoover Moratorium. 


Some months before this, how- 
ever, the Hoover Moratorlum had 
suspended for one year the whole 
serios of inter-gpvernmentul pay- 
ments included under Repnrations 
and War Debts; with the excep- 
tion of a sum (amounting to some 
£7,000,000) necessary for the ser- 
vice of the Dawes and Young 
lonns. The moratorium, that is, 
was something outside the Young 
plan, and was prompted by the: 
desire to save Germany from im- 
minent financial collapse. 

What had happened was 8some- 
thing like pis. Germany had for 
several yet, since the inaugura- 
tion of the Dawes plan, been en- 
abled to mect her payments under 
that scheme. She had, however, 
during the same period, been bor- 
rowing heavily abroad, both on 
long and on short term; thia bor- 
rowing was, of course, not povern- 
mental borrowing, but commercial. 
Much of it, doubtless, had been 
applied to productive ends which, 
given normal conditions, would 
Iead at some fulure date to greater 
eapacity to meet the Increased bur- 
‘den of debt thus created; ‘and 
Germany had also, during the same 
period, heen herself applying the 
savings of her own people to 
capital construction. 


~An Unsound Position. 


Put" the fact remains that her 
payments under the Dawes scheme 
were exceeded by her foreign 


propitious 


borrowing “during theac years. 
Further, to the extent to which her 
borrowing was on short term, she 
was ercating an unsound position 
for herself, which would bo a 
source of danger to her if ccono- 
mic confidence for any reason bo- 
camo shaky. : 
Actually, the stream of foreign 
lending stopped as a result of the 


“American. stock market boom and 


its subsequent Hquidation, Her 
‘industrial position was thereby 
weakened, and: as the world crisis 
further developed, and the catas- 
trophic fall in prices rapidly — In- 
tensified, Germany's economic sye- 
tem, burdened as it was with the 
lond of Reparition indebtedness, 
was gravely threatened. 

The nationals of other countries, 
themselves weakendd by the world 
depression, and nervous about the 
situation in Germany, began | to 
draw In their short-term balances in 
that country, and it looked as if 
n new ‘flight from the mark was 
nbout to take place. Germany's 
budgetary position was, in com- 
mon with that of practically every 
other state, insecure, and deficit 
threatened on that side also; there 
in, of course, a close connexion 
between her budgetary instability 
and the wasting sickness which had 
attacked her industrial life. 


Default Practically Certain. 


To make a long story short, 
funds were flowing outward from 
Germany, the Reichsbank’s gold 
was being drained, the mark ex- 
change was wobbly, ‘and default 
was practically certain. 

The Hoover moratorium, which 
followed on Dr. Bruening’s striking 
public avowal of Germany's posl- 
tion, was an attempt to prevent 
collapse. It lifted from Germany 
and all the other countries which 
were linked up in the nexus of 
inter-governmental debt, a burden 
that could not have been met; this 
was to be for o year, It did not, 
by itself, solve all Germany's pro- 
blems.

World Situation. 


Since these arrangements were 
entered into, there has been little 
sign of {mprovement in the world 
situation. England, with an un- 
sound short-term position, and with 
much of her normally realisablo 
assets tied up in Germany, wor 
forced off the gold standard. World 
prices have continued to fall; there 
has been a fall of 30 per cent, in 
the wholesale price level in the 
space of two years, a fall unpre- 
cedented Jn history. 

Instead of recovering, Germany's 
industry, like that of her neigh- 
bours, remains in a depresecd 
state; her finances are kept in or- 
der only by the most rigid con- 
trol and henvy taxation; {it haa 
become evident that it Is quite im- 
porsible for her to resume  pay- 
ments of Reparations next July. 
She believes that her chances of 
ever recovering are bound up with 
a removal of the burden of in- 
debtedness, but the times are not 
for an internutional

To Prevent Disaster. 


Behind these words lies the un- 
mintakable conviction that some- 
thing more than mere postpone- 
ment is necessary to prevent disas- 
ter, “We appenl”, they said, “to 
the Governments on whom the re- 
sponsibility for action rests to 
permit of no delny in coming to 
decisions «which will bring (an 
amelioration of this grave crisis 
Syhich welghs so heavily on all 
alike.” Jt scems unlikely that 
action will be taken before May; 
the British government has, how- 
ever, reiterated its bellef that the 
problem ‘ean only be properly solv- 
ed by a cancellation of all Repara- 
tions and Governmental war- 
debts. : 

Prophesy Impossible. 


What will finally emerge from 
all this welter of debt and depres- 
sion it is impossible at this junc- 
ture to say. The. great difficulty 
in the way of adjustment 
of cancellation lies’ in the 
divergence of interests among the 
interested governments. It is al- 
ways the same; allies during a war 
are united in endeavour, for their 
main and immediate interests are 
the same; after the war, their in- 
terests tend to depart: more and 
more widely from ench other, and 
this reacts on the possibility of an 
agreed settlement. 

Grent Britain's position is clear; 
cancellation {8 the remedy she 
favours; she has already adopted 
a policy under which this measure 
would be in hor industrial and 
economic interest, and would pro- 
duce no adverse effect on her 


budget. 
Balfour Note. 


Tho Balfour Note may have been 
issued at an unfortunate juncture, 
and the manner of its appearance 
may have had untoward results; 
but it did mean, on Great Britain's 
part, cancellation of all sho stood 
to ynin by enforcing her legal 
claims on her former allies. 
France's position {5 different; she 
holds fast at preacnt to the in- 
violubility of the Young Plan; the 
devastation she sufered calls for 
reparation payments over and 
above what she requires to pay 
Great Britain and America; can- 
eellation or scaling down would 
mean for her a sacrifice, and a con- 
siderable item on the credit alde of 
her budget (some £17,000,000 at 
present) would disappear or be re- 
duced.

SHANGHAI'S BIG 
PROBLEM. 


Safe in the security. assured in 
this British Colony, Hongkong 
redple can have little concention 
of the conditions prevailing in 
Shanghai, which, at the moment, 
more closely rexemblen a htige 
armed camp. than one of the 
world’s biggest commercial cen- 
tres. So tense has the situation 
become, that iarge numbers of re- 
sidonts have left for safer regions, 
many choosing Hongkong as a 
place where they can find peace 
and immunity from risk. For the 
moment, this is all to Hongkong’s 
advantage, since {t means that 
local hotels are filled to capacity, 
whilst the addition to the Colony's 
population must be good for bual- 
ness. Yct we cannot but bemoan 
the elrcumstanees which have 
brought about this influx of new- 
comers,:to whom the present situa- 
tion in the North must be one of 
considerable anxiety,’ and for 
whom we must all fee] a very Ive- 
ly sympathy. 

But if people are leaving the 
International Settlomont in Shang- 
hai, very many more are crowd- 
ing into it—thousands of poor, 
terror-stricken refugees from the 
adjacent native districts who have 
been driven from house and home 
because of the hostilities. From 
what we rend in the Shanghai 
nowspapors, a very serious prob- 
Jom. fs thus ‘being created for the 
Settlemont authorities. Driven by 
{Instincts of sclf-preaervation to 
seck a safe haven of refuge, these 
poor peoplo have been swarming 
into tho foreign-controlled arons,, 
carrying with them all their earth- 
ly belongings—young and old, 
knowing vory hazily whore. thoy 
they will finally scttle or how they 
will manage. to oxist, yot hoping 
for the best. Never before in the 
History of Shanghal-have such 
acones boon witnessed.

France and Disarmament. 


Two kinds of activities have al- 
ready manifested themselves at 
the Disarmament Conference. 
The British Government, together 
with {hose of several other lead- 
ing Powers, is anxious to secure 
limitation and reductions by in- 
ternational agreement, while 
France is the prime mover of a 
proposal to develop tin Interna- 
tional army and air force. The 
French proposal has been given 
considerable prominence and, iu 
somo quarters, hailed as an ideal 
solution presented by — ideallats. 
In point of: fact,, those’ who’. aup- 
pose that’ M.' Tardieu haa been 
prompted by such a spirit are 
misled. ‘M. Tardigui is: csdentially 
a realist.’ THa sélution’ offerod by 
France is part-and parcel of her 
demand for security before con- 
senting to x reduction of arma- 
ments. France has, Indeed, been 
consistent in her contention that 
an international force is necessary 
before national forces can 
safely be reduced below a certain 
level. In 1919, when the League 
was being constracted, Leon 
Bourgeois pleaded strenuously for 
an-international army, and-{n-de- 
fault of an international army the 
French have held that there 
should at lenst be specific inter- 
national engagements. And un- 
doubtedly {f it were possible to 
assure those countries which fear 
attack that they would be pro- 
tected against the aggressor, the 
task cf disarmament would. be 
greatly simplified. Two principal 
diMculttes are that it ia impossible 
to sny to what degree nssurances 
would be found necessary, and it 
fis unlikely if the nations in gen- 
eral would be disposed at present 
to incrense their commitments. 
If war indeed. should come, neu- 
trallty would hardly be ‘fonsible, 
but'no nation in the world wishes 
to sacrifice its neutrality in ad- 
vance. The problem remains 
therefore that countrics such as 
France will decline to reduce thelr {' 
armaments boloty what they con- 
ecive to be the safcty Ilne. But 
certainly the safoty lino should be 
lowered by the mere existence of 
peace pledges and Institutions. 
And it should surely bo again 
lowered by a general  con- 
sent to decreasc armaments; 
for. no nation has any 
any absolute needs; cach onc has 
only relative needs. Each time 
the line is lowered makes further 
lowering possible. Therefore, 
though French thesis actually 
seems directed ngainst the expec- 
tation of ‘drastic measures of da- 
armament, this docs not rule out 
some measure of disarmament in 
gecordance with conceptions of 
safoty. --Whatever....then .can_.ba 
done now to augment. the sentl- 
ment of accurity will Incrense the 
prospects of disarmament.

grent South Sea Bubble, which 
had ita cradling in 1720,

POLITICIAN SHOT 
DEAD. 


Tokyo, Feb, 9. 

The former Finance Minister, 
Mr. Junnosuke Inouye, was asiis- 
alnated at 8 o'clock this evening. 
when an assallant.shot him dead. 

Mr. Inouye was en route to at- 
tend 1 political mecting this even- 
ing, when his assailant fired three 
shots, one of which passed through 
his chest, the other two lodging 
in hin body. 

The nsaussin way instantly ar- 
rested.—Reuter. 

Junnosuke Inouye was born in 
1869, graduating at Law in the 
Tokyo Imperial Untverslty in 1895. 
He entered the Bank of Japan the 
same year, and in 1905 rose to the 
position of Director of the Bank- 
ing Bureau. He went to London 
na the Bank's agent In 1908, -re- 
maining until 1911, when he be- 
came Vice-President of the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank; being promot- 
ed its President in 1918, which 
position he held until 1919. He 
was twice Governor of the Bank 
of Japan, in 1924, ond 1927-28. 
fle became Minister of Finance in 
the short-lived Yamamoto Cabinet 
in 1924, and was given the samc 
poat In the Hamaguchi Cabinet in 
1020,

the claims she had against Europe. 
Why should her taxpayers nssunie 
the whole burden of paying for the 
war?) Let Kurope find o way out 
of her own difficulties; she-ean, If 
she likes to try really hard; then 
she can continuc to pay her just 
debts to the U.S. She can afford 
to spend huge sums on armaments; 
why cannot sho pay what sho 
owes? A vory natural attitude of 
n creditor to a debtor. , 

The initiative has been passed 
to France, by this attitude on the 
part of America. Af France could 
n move from America 
In the dircetion of reduction, if she 
could aven be certain that America 
would renct sympathetically to any 
purely European readjustment, her 
path would be clearer. As It fa, 
she is doubtful, and the proximity 
of a genoral election is adverso to 
dectaive action on the part of her 
lenders. 

That she is unwilling to assume 
the Inifintive is clear from the 
postponement of the inter-govern- 
mental conference which It had 
been hoped to convoke at Lausanne 
in January, and which Is urgently 
called for by the implications of 
the Basle Report. 


The Amertcan Position, 


Amerien's altitude is undyratand- 
ables she also has an vleclion loom- 
ing In the Future. But it ts 
searcely logical to Insist. on her 
rights as a erediter, and at the 
same time to nssume an attitude of 
aloofness from the nffairk ef her 
lehtors, Her claims are doubtless 
‘just claims; Burope bought from 
her, received value, nnd could not 
pay at the — time, America could 
only give this credit: hy calla, 
upon her nationals to invest in 
gnvernment bonds, the service of 
which involvea demands upon the 
taxpayer, . 

Bont It can scarcely be maintained 
that this waa, in the first instance, 


level unequatted by that 

other country. Reduction or cane 
collation would not mean, after alt, 
nasumption oof an unequal 
shore in the renl burden of the war, 
And in the matter of armaments, 
ft would be expecting too much to 
ask her Bnropean debtora to pay 
for relief by a feeling of political 
Insecurity, — however unjustified 
that feelings may appear to 
America. 

Prophecy Justified. 


Immediately after the Young 
plan appeared, Sir Josiah Stamp, 
spenking in America, stated that 
a fall in’ world pricea of 26 per 
cent. would smash the plan to 
smithereens. This prophecy has 
been justified, and only the Hoover 
moratorium has kept it from being 
fulfilled to the Ietter. The Young 
plan omitted one feature which the 
Dinwen scheme had provided; under 
the latter, adjustments were to 
be made in Germany's. linbilitles In 
the event of considerable applicn- 
tion of the ue of gold. 
many’s liabilities under the Young 
plan are fixed in gold, so that the 
fall in prices’ means an increase 
‘in the real burden of her debt by 
about one third, 7 

It is, then, the world depression 
which has produced the fuflure of 
the Reparation scheme, rather tht 
the Reparations and war. debts 
whieh have produced the world de- 
pression. But although we ennnot 
uscribe to the burden of inter: 
national indebtedness the blame of 
our present world conditions, it re- 
mains true ‘that even in normal 
tlmes such debts are n- hindrance 
to the smooth working of the i1- 
ternational economic system; and 
when they are accompanied by.a re- 


distribution for tho worse of tho 
world’s lending power, by economic 
nationaliam finding expression In 
higher. and higher tariff walls; by 
conseauent discquilibrium of trade, 
by lack of balance: between the 
prico-levels of primary products 
and of manufactures,” then these

Ing factors In: Instability. © And 
once a depression has started, they 
make it all the more dificult to 
emerge from It. 


Incubus on Industry. 


International debts which are 
not the normal-accompaniment of 
production ‘and interchange | of 
goods and services are an Incubus 
on the world’s industry. All would 
be better off without them, even 
those countries which, on .their 
budgets, appear to gain. A great 
nation, accustomed for years to 
play its normal part in tho ex- 
panding «trade of the world, [a 
given a burden which forced it to 
strain and wrench Sts. industrial 
ayatem in order to provide a large 
annual surplus product for which 
it receives no return. 

It Is no longer n normal com- 
petitor in the world's markets; It 
is compelled by this burden to 
enter ‘the ranks of industrial 
nations, not as a partner in the 
give and take of international 
trade, but as a disturber of the 
equilibrium of that trade. It is 
forced to place burdens on [ts own 
people, who have to expand their 
productivity without reaping the 
normal harvest of a secure and jm- 
proving: standard of living, This 
it does in order to produce 0 large 
export surplus which ennnot but 
be at the expense of the nations 
which are its creditors, | whose 
markets, both domestic and foredin, 
it must invade, ‘This reaeta on the 
prosperity of these nations, nnd 
‘they, in) thelr turn, find their 
standards of living threatened, 


Obstacle to Recovery. 


I’ do not say that this load’ of 
intes-governmental | debt is a 
primary cause of the intense de- 
pression from which the world {5 
auffering., Ita removal, by itself, 
would not solve our troubles, But 
when once other factors have begun 
to sow the seeds of depression, this 
indetcdness is not only an obstacle 
in the way of necovery, but a 
direct cause of financial instability 
nnd a danger to the whole monelury 
system. This is especinily true it 
the nations which are the chief 
creditors are alsor unsatisfactory 
lenders. 

Complete’ cancellation ix in 
existing conditions, not likely to 
he achieved. Some continuance 
for a perlod of years of the exts.- 
ing moratorium js the least that Is 
necessary, It Is posstble, hovw;- 
ever, that before the nations meet 
in conference, public opinion in an 
the countries concerned may enadie 
the governments to pursue a policy 
of readjustment: This will s- 
yolve sacrifices on the part of some, 
aa the Hoover moratorium has ‘at- 
rendy involved such sacrifices, But 
it cannot fail to be realised that 
rendjustment is, in the long run, 
dn the interests of all, creditors 
and debtors alike, ~

Rotarian Roberston, Professor 
of Economica at the University, 
and formerly of Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, said:—The present world 
depression $a without parallel in 
modern history. At its com- 
mencement people spoke of the 
trade excle, and the rhythm, the 
rise and fall, of industrial ac- 
tivity, But the economic nidkness 
which has befallen us has passed 
beyond the point at which theories 
of the trade cycle are approprinte. 
We are forced to ask whether 
the disense fa not a wasting alck- 
ness, due to deeprooted causes 


which, if not removed, will render. 


recovery impossible, Are there 
any factors in the present-day 
world which preclude the hope 
that an upward movement from 
the trough of depression can take 
place? Is there some one element, 
or group of elements, present in 
the modern world, but unknown in 
past criser, to which may be ar- 
eribed the desperate nature of our 
ense? Is it due to the maldistri- 
bution of gold, to tariff barriers of 
un unprecedented height, to the 
disproportion between the pricea 
of primary goods and thore of 
manufactures, to the “stickiness” 
of production costs especially in 
the matter of money wages, to the 
re-dintribution of ‘the world’s 
lending power into unaccustomed 
hands, to the burden of inter- 
governmental Indebtedness? 


Isolating War Debts. 


My purpose today is to Isolate 
the last-named of these in an 
endeavour to assess its place 
among the factors of economic 
disturbanee. In isolating war-in- 
dobtedness in this way [ must not 
he thought to imply thnt the re- 
moval of this burden would solve 
all our problema, or even that its 
existence was one of the Initial 
causes of depression. It seems 
likely, however, that we cannot 
emerge from that depression. un- 
less the burden” is” lifted “or 
lightened, and it fa certain that 
the events in Germany tast sum- 
mer, which accentuated our difi- 
culties and led straight to our 
own crisis In Great Britain, were 
inextricably linked up with the 
exintence of the German Repara- 
tion lubility, which, in, its turn, 
wan, to n great extent, determined 
by inter-governmental indebted- 
ness among the allied countrics. 


on account of reparation proper, 
that, Is, over and above what sho 
has to pav out again’ to Great 
Britain and the U.S.A. Great 
Britain, on the . policy an- 
nounced . inthe, Balfour note, 
receives jurt what is sufficient to 
cover her Mnbilities to America, 
when her receipts from France 
utd other debtors are.added, Italy, 
Belaium and other states receive 
sums which allow of small sur- 
pluses. 

Thia Isa very rough and 
aketchy uccount, but it Is stfficlont 
for our present purpose to keep in 
mind that the bulk of German Re- 
paration payments goes ultimately 
to’ France and the U.S.A. This 
involves the further consequence 
that any scaling down or cxneella- 
tion also fulla most heavily . upon 
theso' two-states, whose national 


budgets would, in the . clrcum-{ 
atincos, suffer a considerable net) 


loss of revenue.” 
The Young Scheme. 


It may.be further noted here 
that the annuities which Germany 
has to pay under the Young 
scheme are divided into condi- 
tional and’ unconditional, or post- 
ponable — and non-postponablo 
parts. Tho unconditional part of 
ench annuity is an absolute ‘and 
irrevocable obligation, under the 
terma of the Hague agreement. 
Tho other part may be postponed, 
in ench case for not more than two 
years, if {t can be shown that 
Gormany's exchange and economic 
stability will be endangered by 
the payments. : 

In this event, the initiative Hes 
with ‘Gormany herself, who may 
apply for the convocation of a 
Special Adviaory Committee - ap- 
pointed by the Bank for Inter- 
national Settloments, itself an off- 
spring of the Young plan. It was 
this Specinl Advisory Committee 
which met, on Germany's official 
application, in December last, and 
issued the report which is called 
the Basle Report. 


The Hoover Morptorium. 


Some months before this, how- 
ever, the Hoover Moratorium had 
suspended for one year the whole 
series of inter-governmental pay- 
ments included under Reparations 
and War Debts; with the excep- 
tion of o sum (amounting to somo 
£7,000,000) necessary for the ser- 
vice of the Dawes and Young 
lonns. The moratorium, that is, 
was something outside the Young 
plan, and was prompted by the 
desire to save Germany from Im- 
-minent financial collapse. i 

What had happened was some- 
thing like this. Germany had for 
several yenrs, since the inaugura- 
thon of the Dawes. plan, been en- 
abled to meet her paymenta under 
that scheme. She-had, however, 
during the aame period, been bor- 
rowing heavily abroad, both on 
long and on short term; this bor- 
rowing was, of course, not fovern- 
mental borrowing, but commercial, 
Much of it, doubtless, had been 
applicd to productive ends which, 
given normal conditions, would 
lead at some future date to greater 
capacity to meet the increased _bur- 
den of ‘debt this created; * and 
Germany had also, during the same 
period, been herself applying the 
navinga of her own people to 
capital constriction. 


An Unsound Position. 


But the fact remnins that her 
payments under the Dawes scheme 
were exceeded by her ‘foreign 


| borrowing during thess years. 


Further, to the oxtent to which hor 
borrowing. was on short term, sho 
qwas.creating an unsound position 
for herself, which would be 4 
source of danger to her if econo- 
mic confidence for any reason bo- 
camo shaky. oe 
Actunlly, the stream of foreign 
lending ‘stapped as a result of the 
American stock market boom and 
its subsequent Hquidation. Her 
industrial position was thereby 
wenkened, and as tho world crisis 
further developed, and the catns- 
trophic full in prices ‘rapidly in- 
tensified_ Germany's economic ay#- 
tem, burdened aa it was with the 
load of Reparation indebtedness, 
was gravely threntencd. . 
The nationals of other countries 


| themsclves wenkened by the work 


depression, and nervous about the 
situation in Germany, began to 
draw in their short-term balances in 
that country, and it looked ns if 
n new flight from.the mark was 
about to take place. Germany's 
budgetary position was, fn com- 
mon with that of practically every 
other state, insecure, and deficit 
threntened on that side also; there 
is, of course, a close connexién 
between her budgetary instability 
and the wasting sickness which had 
attacked her industrial life. 


Default Practically Certain. 


To mako a long story short, 
funds were flowing outward from 
Germany, the Reichsbank’s gold 
was being drained, the mark ¢x- 
chnnge was wobbly, and default 
was practically certain. 

The Hoover’ moratorium, which 
followed on Dr. Brucning’s striking 
public avowal of Germany's pane 
tion, was an .attempt to prevent 
collnpse. It lifted from Germany 
and all the other countries which 
were linked up in the nexus of 
inter-governmental debt, a burden 
that could not have been met; this 
was to be for n year. It did not, 
by itself, solve all Germany’s pro- 
hlems. The short-term position of 
Gormany waa atill thoroughly un- 
sound; her exchange stability was 
atill threatencd by withdrawals; 
the London Conference thereupon, 
which met in July, added to the 
Hoover moratorium of  inter- 
governmental debts, the so-called 
Standstill agreement, whereby com- 
mercinl short term balances to the 
amount of some £800,000,000 were 
to remain in Germany for Bix 


months. . 
World Situntion. 


Since these arrangements were 
entered into, there has been Hittle 
sign of {mprovement In the world 
situation. Englund, with an un- 
sound short-term position, and with 
much of her -normally realisable 
assets tled up in Germany, was 
forced off the gold standard. World 
prices have continued to fall; there 
has been a full of 80 per cent. in 


the wholesale price level in the 


space of two years, a fall unpre- 
cedented Jn history. ' 

Instead of recovering, Germuny's 
industry, like that of her neigh- 
bours, ‘remains in a depresscd 
tate:. her_finances_are kept in. or) 
der only~ by-the- most—rigid. con- 
trol and’ heavy taxation; it has 
become evident that it is, quite im- 
possible for her to resume = pay- 
ments of Reparations next July. 
She belleves that her chances of 
ever recovering are. bound up with 
a removal of the burden of in- 
debtedness, but the times are not 
propitious for an international

To Prevent Disaster. ‘ 


Behind these words Hes the un- 
mistakable convictlon that some- 
thing more than mere postporic- 
ment {s necessary to prevent disns- 
ter. “We nppeal", they sald, "td 
the Governments on whom the re- 
sponsibility for nction rests to 
permit of no delay in coming to 
decisions which will bring an 
amelioration of this grave crisis 
which weighs so heavily on all 
alike.’ It seems unlikely that 
netion will be taken before May; 
the British government has, how- 
ever, reiterated its belief that the 
problem can. only be properly solv- 
ed by a cancellation of all Repara- 
tions and: Governmental = war- 
debts. 

Prophesy Impossible. 


What will finally cmerge from 
all. this welter of debt and depres- 
sion it js impossible at this junc- 
ture to say. The great difficulty 
in the way of adjustment 
of . cancellation lies in the 
divergence of interests atong the 
Interested governments. It is al- 
ways the same;“allics during ox war 
are united in endeavour, for their 
main and immediate Interests are 
the samo; after the war, thelr in- 
terests tend to depart more and 
more widely from each other, and 
this reacts on the possibility of an 
agreed settlement. 

Great Britain's position is clear; 
ennceilntion is the remedy she 
favours; she has already adopted 
a policy under which this measure 
would be in her industrial and 
economic interest, and would pro- 
duce no adverse cifect on ‘her 


budget. 
Balfour Note. 


Tho Balfour Note may have been 
issued at an unfortunate juncture, 
and the manner of its appearance 
may have had untoward results; 
but it did mean, on Great Britain's 
part, cancellation of all she stood 
to gain by enforcing her legal 
claims on her former _allics. 
France’s position is different; she

ASSASSINATION 
IN TOKYO. 
JAPANESE POLITICIAN SHOT 
- ‘DEAD. 
‘Tokyo, Feb; 9. 


The former Finance MInister, 
Mr. Junnosuke Inouye, was assas- 


sinated at 8 o’cluock this evening, |,’ 


when an assailant shot him dead. 

Mr, Inouye wre en route to at- 
tend a political mecting thia oven- 
ing, when his nasallant fired three 
rhots, one of which passed through 
hia chest, the other two lodging 
In his body. 

The assassin wag instantly ar- 
rested, --Reuter, 

Junnosuke Invuye was born in 
1469, yraduating at’ Law fn the 
Tokyo Imperial University in 1895. 
He entered tho Bank of Japan the 
same year, and in 1906 rose to the 
position of Directar of the Bank- 
Ing Bureau. He went to London 
aa the Bank's ayent ‘In 1908, re- 
maining until 1911, when he be- 
came Vieo-President of the Yoko- 
hama Specie Hank; belng promot- 
ed ita President in 1913, which 
position he held antil 1919. He 
wit Uvice Governor of the Bank 
of Jupnan, fn 1924, and = 1927-28. 
He became Minister of Finance in 
the short-lived Yamamoto Cabinet 
In 1924, and was given the same 
pout In the Tamaguchi Cabinet ia 
20,

the claims she has against Europe. 
Why should her taxpayera assunic 
tlie whole burden of paying for the 
war? Lot Kurope find a way out 
of hor own difficulties; she can, if 
she Hikes to-try really hard; then 
she can continuc to pay her just 
debts to the U.S. She can afford 
to spend huge sums on armaments; 
why cannot . he pay what © she 
owes? A very natural attitude of 
a creditor to a debtor. 

The init{ative has been passed 
to France, by thls attitude on the 
part of America. If France’ could 
hope for a move from Americu 
tn the direction of reduction, if shy 
could even be certain that America 
would react sympathetically to-any 
purely European readjustment, her 
path would be clearer. An it fs, 
she [x doubtful, and the proximity 
of a general election in adverse to 
decisive action on the part of her 
lenders. 

That she is unwilling to assume 
the initintive is clear from the 
postponement of the inter-govern- 
mental conference which it had 
heen hoped to convoke at Lausanne 
in January, and which is urgently 
called for by the implications of 
the Basle Report. 


The Amertean Positton, 


America’s dltitude is understand.

government bonds, the service of 
which invelyes demands uwon the 
taxpayer, : 

Vat it can scarcely be maintained 
that this was, in the first instance, 
a heavy burden upon Americans: 
the war ca ld their foreign in- 
dcbtedness, dor do their pro- 
ductive octivity to a high piteh: 
their standard of living attained a 
Jevel unequalled by that of any 
other country, Reduetion or cin- 
eellation would’ not mean, after alt, 
the fszaumptlon af an unequal 
share in the reat burden of the war, 
And in the matter-of armaments, 
{t would be expecting too much lo 
ask her European debtors to pay 
for relief by a fecling of political 
insecurity, — however unjustiNed 
that feeling may appear to 
America, ? 

Prophecy Justified. 

Immediately after the Young 
plan appeared, Sir Josiah Stamp. 
speaking in America, stated that 
a fall in) world prices of 26 per 
cent. would, smash the plan to 
amithereeng. This prophecy has 
been justified, and only the Hoover 
moratorium has kept it from being 
fulfilled to the letter. The Young 
plan omitted one feature which the 
Daswen scheme had provided ; under 
the latter, . adjustments were, to 
de made in Germany's linbilities fn 
the event of considerable applica: 
tion. of the value of gold. Ger- 
many's liabilities under the Young 
plan are fixed in gold, so that the 
fall in prices’ means an increase 
in the real burden of her debt by 
about one third. 

It is, then, the world depression 
which has prodtced the failure of 
the Reparation scheme, rather th it 
the Reparations and war debts 
which have produced the world de- 
pression, «But although we cannot 
nscribe to the burden of Inter- 
national: indebtedness the blame af 
our present world conditions, it re- 
mains true that even in normal 
times such debts ure a hindrance 
to the smooth working of the ini- 
ternational economic system; ‘and 
when they are accompanied by a re- 


distribution for tho worse of the 
world’s lending power, by cconomic 
nationalism finding expression in 
higher and higher tariff walls, by 
cohsequent disequilibrium of-trade, 
by Inck of balance between the 
price-levels of primary products 
and of manufactures, then these 
debta accentunte the effect of exint- 
Ing factors In instability. And 
once: a depression has started, they 
make it, all the moro dificult to 
cmorge from It. , 


Incubus on Industry. 


International debts which are 
not-the-normal accompaniment of 
production and interchange of 
goods and wervices are an incubus 
on the world’s industry. All would 
be better off without them, even 
those countries which, on their 
budgets, appear to Kain. A great 
nation, accustomed for years to 
play its normal part in the ex- 
panding trade of the world, is 
given a burden which forced {t to 
strain’ and wrench its industrial 
system in order to provide a large 
annual surplus product for which 
it receives no return. ¢ 

It is no longer a normal com- 
petitor in the world’s markots; It 
Ix compelled by this burden to 
enter the ranks of industrial 
nations, not ns a partner In tho 
give and take of International 
trade. but ns a wisturber of the 
equillbrium of that trade.. It is 
foreed to place burdens on ita own 
people, who have to ¢ pand their 
productivity without reaping the 
normal harvest of « secure and }m- 
proving standard of living. This 
it does in order to produce a large 
export aurphir which. cannet but 
he at the expense of the nations 
which are its creditors, whose 
markets, both domestic and forelgn, 
it must invade. This reacts on the 
prosperity of these: nations, and 
they, in their turn, find their 
standards of living threatened, 


Obstacle to Recovery. 


1 da not say that this load of 
inter-governmental debt is oa 
primary cause of the intense de- 
pression from which the world is 
suffering. Its removal, by itself, 
would not solve our troubles, But 
when once other factors have begun 
to sow the seeds of depression, this 
indetedness ix net only an obstacle 
in the way of uccovery, but a 
direct cause of financial instability 
and a danger to the whole monetary 
system, This is especially true it 
the nations which are the chic 
creditors are also unsatisfactory 
lenders. 

Complete caticellation is * in 
existing conditions, not likely to 
be achieved. Some continuance 
for a period of years of the exial- 
ing moratorium is the lenst that is 
necessary. It 1s possible, how- 
ever, that before the nations meet 
in conference, public opinion in all 
the countries concerned muy enadle 
the governments to pursue a pohey 
of readjustment. This will © sn 
volve sacrifices on the purt of some, 
as the Hoover moratorium has al- 
ready involved such sacrifices, ut 
it cannot fail to be- realised that 
readjustment is, in the long run, 
in the interests of all, creditors 
and debtors -allke. : 


Question on Tariffs. 


On the Invitation of the Chanr- 
man to members to put questions 
to the apenker, Rotarian P. 8. 
Cassidy, after congratulating Pro- 
feasor Robertson on the clear and 
concise manner in which he had 
presented so complicated 1 pro- 
blem, asked ife he could "have 
Professor Robertson’s view in re- 
gard to Great Britain having 
ndopted protection. “It seems to 
me" said Mr. Cassidy, “bad enough 
already to have these high tariff 
wills which, In. the case of 
Amerlea, have prevented reparn- 
tiona from belng paid In goods, 
as could normally have been the 
case.
